PADDY RYAN’S FATE.

He is Said to Have Been Shot by a 
Woman.

The Pugilist’s Spree and Its-Result— 
The Toughs Discussing How He was 
“Done Up”—Mrs. Ryan at the Picnic— 
A Biographic Sketch. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch 

CHICAGO, August 24.—Sporting circles here are 
in a ferment to-night over the fate and where- 
abouts of Paddy Ryan, Sullivan’s competitor in 
the prize ring. Exactly where he 1s and in what 
condition is not at this writing known, About 7 
o’clock this evening Paddy’s house, at the corner 
of Thirty-ninth and Lasalle streets, was visited 
by a party of men in a carriage, and with them 
was the pugilist, 

WITH HIS HEAD SWATHED 

in bandages. An anxious inquiry made it known 
that Paddy had been shot in some mysterious 
manner, which neither he nor his friends wished 
to be made public. Paddy’s wife was away ata 
picnic at Cedar Lake,a popular suburban fishing 
resort, and the house was closed. The carriage 
party hammered away at the door in vain, 
aud soon after drove away without 


giving any hint as to their destination. The po 
lice are at sea forthe present, and knowof no 
affray in wuich Paddy could have been concerned. 
1. was discovered this evening, however, that one 
oy Wasserman, a young woman who is said to 
lave 
CAPTURED RYAN’S AFFECTIONS, 
to the digrace of his wife, had. this morning tried 
to commit suicide. Putting the two things to- 
retuer, it is assumed that Rvan has been shot by 
his mistress, though both, upto this time, haye 
eiuded the endeavors of the police to discoyer 
theirwhereabouts. Ryan had been on a spree for 
a day or two, and when in that condition is by no 
Meausulamb in his methods. At his saloon 
on the levee all Knowledge of the 
shooting was stoutly disclaimed, but it 
was evicen that something had happened to the 
big prize-figbter, and the tougtis in tne vicinity 
WERE EAGERLY DISCUSSING 
the probabilities as to his having been “done up,” 
but v0 one Was prepared to give the slightest in- 
formation of either Paddy or the Wasserman wom- 
xn. Paddy Ryan was born in Thurles, Tipperary 
County, Lreland, in 1853. When be was about 12 
years Old his fither and mother came to this 
couutry and setiled in Trov, N. Y. Young Paddy 
Was pul to work in a nail factory in that city and 
learned to be a DiacKsmith. When a voy te was 
noted for his fighting qualities and an oid prize- 
fighter predicted a great future for himin thering, 
Lue urst thing beard of bim as a pugilist was the 
announcement that he intended to fight Johnny 
Dwyer ip 1873 for a purse of 3500 a side. The pre- 
liminary arrangements for the fight had been 
nude, When he weutto a picnic in Brooklyn with 
his backer, Paddy Dwyer, and on returning late 
at nighta ight occurred, in which Kyan 
WAS STABBED TWICE, 
once in the back and once in the stomach. It 
Was supposed at the time that Wm. Kenney, the 
Brooklyu bvill-poster who commititcd suicide in the 
Raymond Street Jail a short 
who stabbed .tim, 4 
ever made. The 
between Ryan and Dwyer’ was 
indefinitely postponed and finally fell through, 
Ryan aiterwards fought Dwyer in Bill Tracey’s 
saioon in Twenty-uinth street in this city, and 
came off the vicior. A fight, without gioves be- 
tween Ryan and Joe Goss Was arranged to take 
place at Steubenville, Ohio, on May. 18, 1880, but 
the police interfered, and that fight was also post- 
woned. The two men, however, fought at Collier’s 
Station, West Virginia, on June 1, 1880. Eighty- 
seven rounds were fought in eighty-eight min- 
utes, and 
RYAN WAS THE WINNER. 
Both men were badly puvisued, Ryan more so 
than Goss. Shortiy after his fight with 
Ryan fought a “draw’’ with 
William Miller, in Claregden Hail, 
this city, with soft gloves. The last time that 
Ryan a. peared in the prize ring was February 7, 
1582, when he fought nine rounds without gloves 
with John Sullivan at Mississippi City, near 
New Orleans, La. The figlt lasted 1144 minutes, 
and 
IN THE NINTH ROUND 
Ryan was knocked out. He fuiled to appear when 
time was Called and Sullivan was declared the 
wiuner, 
RYAN IN NEW YOKE. 

New YorK, August 24.—For two days pre- 
vious to his ght with Sullivan Ryan 
kept a saloon at the junction of East 
Broaaway and Catherine street, in this city, 
and after the fight he went to Chicago, where 
Mike McDonald lurnished him with money to 
open a saloon there. Arrangements had just 
been completed for an exhibition between Sulli- 
van and Ryan, to be held October 1 at Madison 
square Garden, They were to spar four rounds, 
the Winner to take 60 per ceut and the loser 40 per 
cent of the gate morey. John Curtis was Kyan’s 
rincipal backer in this proposed exhibition. 
Ryan has a mother and sister, who are still living 
in Troy. 


FEARS OF LYNCHING. 


Two White Girls Elope With North Caro- 
lina Negroes. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHARLOTTE, N.C., August 24.—The city is in- 
tensely excited over two cases in which white 
girls have eloped with colored men. In the first 
case.the people of Matthews Siation were exer- 
cised over the arrival of a well dressed, coal black 
negro, accompanied by a handsome white girl. 
The two got off the train from Hamlet, and made 
cheir way toanegro cabin. Such an occurrence 
excited suspicion, and when the negro appeared 
in astore, making purchases and exhibiting au 
unusual amount of money, the people decided to 
investigate the case. _While they were discussing 
the advisability of arresting the parties, the negro 
went to a house 

WHERE HE LEFT THE GIRL, 

and started out on the road in the direction of 
Charlotte. The girl was seen to go out on the 


railroad. Citizens at once followed her and saw 
the negro join her some distance ahead. Seein 
the citizens following, the negro. fied, 
leaving the girl on the track. She was overtaken 
and given into the charge of Joe Duncan, the 
Town Marshal. She was weeping bitterly, and 
for some time would not answer questions, but 
finally she told them she had run away from ber 
father’s bouse in Moore County the night before. 
ier father’s name, she said, was McLeod. A 
telegram was sent to Mr. McLeod, and an answer 
was soon received requesting the citizens to hold 
the girl. Mr. McLeod had been bunting for her, 
ai.d Neg that he would reach Matthews 
on the first train. Capt. Everett, conductor of the 
Carolina Central train, says the couple boarded 
his train at Hamlet and he noticea 
| ~ THEIR QUEER ACTIONS, 

and suspected something wrong. The girl is only 
16, years old. When she arrived at Hamlet she 
wore a shabby dress, but soon afterwards 
sha came out in fine clothes, wearing, among 
other jewelry, a gold necklace. She stubboruly 
refused to relate details, ony repeating that she 
hau been over-persuaded and bad ran away the 
previous night with the negro. From an envelope 
round in her possession it was ascertained that 
the negro’s name is Frank Hallman. He is very 
black, low and thick-set, wears # fine suit, a Derb 
hat and gold watch chain. Citizens formed sma 
search parties and put out for the escaped negro. 
A inessenger arrived and Informed them that he 
had been captured at Mr. Wolf’s, five miles from 
the city, where he had been caught taking a nap. 
It was feared that the negro on being captured 
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and an investigation held. it 
a parallel case. 
two walked into the city at an earl 
hour, but were not seen again until 
about noon, when the girl was found to have tak- 
én temporary refuge in a disreputabie place, the 
owners of which had seen her passing by in com- 
pany of the negro callea herinand sent for the 
police, The negro, taking the alarm, fled, and has 
not been seen since. The police arrested the girl 
and took her to E. K. P. Osborn’s office, where 
an investigation into the case was made. 
THE GIRL STATED 
thather name was Lizzie Henderson and she 
came from Union County. Her father, Thomas 
Henderson, was dead, and. since his death her 
motler haa married a man named Calkendall and 
is now living near Davis’ Mine in Union. She 
ad been unable to live peaceably with her 
scoptumner and her mother finally told her she 
had better go and seek a home clsewhere, and 
yesterday morning turned her adrift. The negro 
who was with her is named Bill Gregory and she 
bas known him all her life. She and the negro 
got together and came on to Charlotte. The girl 
was sent toa responsible family inthe city to be 
taken care of for seyeral days, or until some- 
thing more is learned of her dase. She is appar- 
ently about.18 years old and has an uncultivated 
and rather coarse look.

The Largest Sale Ever Held in the 
Eastern States. :

Caused by an Immense Over-Production 
by the Mills—600 Buyers Present— 
Brisk Bidding and Sharp Sales—Rumors 
of a Depression in the Market. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEw YoRK, August 24.—The largest sale of 
domestic cotton goods ever held in this country 
was heid yesterday by Wilmerding, Hognet & Co., 
auctioneers, at their salesrooms, Nos. 64 and 66 
White street. Tne goods were the products of the 
York Manufacturing Co., the Everett and the 
Lewistop mills, numbering nearly 17,500 cases, 
which haa been consigned to Messrs. George C, 
Richardson & Co., commission merchants, of Nos. 
115 and 117 Worth street. The reason ¢hat these 
goods have been offered for auction is to be found 
in the fact that there is an immense 

OVERPRODUCTION BY THE MILLS 
which turn oui these fabrics. These mills have 
been running night and day, the manufacturers 
imagining that there would be an unusual call for 
the staple, and the accumulation of stock is the 
conseguence. To get the stock out of the 
way as soon as poussible this auction sale 
was determined = upon. lt seems that 


this was what determined Bliss, Falyyan & Co., to 
sell such a large stock at auction,and trom aflap- 
venrances the sale of yesterday will not be the 
ast of its Kind. When, at 1 o’clock, Mr. John 
Chfistopber Wiimerding offered the first piece tor 
sale, there were 
FULLY 600 BUYERS 
from all the priucipal dry goods houses in the 
country present. Among the more prominent 
firms represented were John B. Farwell & Co., 
Join Shilleto and Marshall, Field & Co., of Chi- 
cago; Hovod, Bonbright & Co., of Philade!phi:; 
Marsh, Pierce Brothers & Co., of Boston; 
Edson Moore & Co., of Detroit; L. Roseu- 
heim Bros. & Co., of Nashville; Alms & 
es of Cincinnati: H. Lyon & Co.,, 
and.Crow, Hargadine & Co., of St. Louis; 
Levy, Loeb, Sheuer & Co., and A. Lehman & Co. 
~Orleans; and Newstetter Bros., Wail) 
. J. @trauss, Bros. & Co., and Dinkelspiel, 
Ceoke & Co. of San Francisco. From this city 
the prominent buyers were H. B. Claflin & Co., 
Bates, Reed & Cooley, Haistead, Haines & Co., E. 
8S. Jaffray & Co., Tefft, Weller & Co., and Dun- 
ham, Buckley & Co. 
THE FIRST PIECE OFFERED 
was aiblue denim, of the Everitt Mills, which was 
sold to John B. Farrell & Cv,, of Chicago for 13 
cents per yard. Halstead, Haines & Co. of that 
city bought twenty-nine pieces of the saine 
at 125% cents per yard. The sale was 
then continued without interruption, thle 
biddin being very obrisk. About 1 o’clock, 
when half the stock had heen sold, the auctioneer 
announced that, although it had been originally 
intended to prolong the sale for two days, yet the 
buying was so rapid that he thought he cou'd fin- 
ish the sale in one day, and also give the buyers 
an hour’s intermission for rest and lunch. hen 
the sale was resumed the competition was very 
brisk on all the faverite brands of gvods, and as 
the end of the list approached the buyers became 
excited, and It was with difficulty that the auc- 
tioneer could distinguish the different houses 
which were bidding. The last piece was sold 
while all the buyers were ov their feet, crowding 
around the autioneer’s stand, 
YELLING THEIK FIRMS’ NAMES 
at the top of their voices and waving their hands 
aloft, the number of extended fingers signifying 
the number of eases they desired to purchase. At 
the conclusion of the saiea member of the. firm 
told a PostT-DIsPATCH representative that tne 
dark goods had sold very low, while the brown 
and lighter goods had brought very good prices. 
He said that the goods which had brought the 
best prices were the brown shirtings, Known as 
the Bedford R’s, which had brougit 4% cents a 
yard, and that next to these were the same style 
of goods called the Benington R’s. He added 
thai the sale had aggre, ated about $2,000,000 and 
that the goods 
HAD SOLD VERY WELL, 
the prices brought being oniy. about 7 per 
cent below the prevailing prices. A large buyer 
who had been present during the whole sale, 
however, sald that 25 to 30 per cent below the cur- 
rent prices would be nearer the actual mark. To 
a Post-DIsPATCH representative, who couversed 
with a bumber of the buyers for the different 
houses, it Was stated that, although the unload- 
ing of such a great quantity of goods was a very 
unusual and unlooked-lor event, yet it was not 
likely that the sale would affect the market 
prices to a great extent, and when one of them 
was asked if a panic (or at the utmost a great 
depression) in the business would ensue, he ridi- 
cuied the idea. “I don’t think the sale will affect 
the prices in general,” said the representatiye 
of a large house in this city, ‘“‘because the prices 
are very low just now and the auction cannot 
cause any further break. Very few houses, I 
imagine, are overstocked with this Kind of stock, 


-and they are only too willing to buy up anythiug 


which will be reasonably sold. The sale of $1,500,- 
000 of these same goods, whicn oecurred a few 
weeks ago, did not affect the market to any ex- 
tent, and it is nonsense to expect that the sale 
will produce a panic or effect any great de- 
pression in the business.” This opinion seemed 
to be heid by the majority of the buyers.

FRANK JAMES 
received at Page City, in Lafayette County, a sew-

Testimony will also be introduced to show that 
the gaug, before leaving Kentucky, shipped from 
Samuels Station the implements of the robbery to 
Jolin Ford, a brother of Bob Ford, at Lexington, 
who reshipped that box to Richmond.

THE FIRST WITNESS

W. P. Elmer, R. A. Penn, Frank MeMillan and 
his father were the otber persons that got on at 
Winston. When we got on and Westfall, the con-

WITH REVOLVERS IN EACH HAND 
and rushed into the crowd. Could not tel! what 
thev said. The conductor wheeled half around 
when he was shot by two of them. Westfall 
started to run, the men following him and shoot-

all the time, Westfall fell deadon the platform 
and rolled in the diteh. The men left the car, but 
returned. When Frank andI got out onto the 
platform of the car the three men had commenced 
shooting again. I peeped up and saw aman on 
the front platform shooting through the 
car. A bullet struck the  gilass door 
and m face was cut with the splinters, 
and I told McMillan to keep down, as things 
were preity hot. There was a man hollowed in 
the car. Frank said, ‘Itis father.’ He jumped 
up to look in the window and the bullet struck 
him over the lefteye. He fell and I tried to hold 
him, but he tumbled into the ditch. The 
train had been moving ail the time ana was slack- 
ing up when Frank was shot, I remained on 
the step until the train stopped, when three men 
got off the baggage car, in which shooting had 
been going ou, passed me, and then disappeared 
in the ditch avd darkness. There were about 
forty peopie in the sinoking car, Dut they all got 
down under the seats when the shooting com- 
menced and did not get up until I went in 
and told them that the robbers’ were 
gone, Witness then detailed the return of 
the passengers aud the finding of the bodies of 
Westfall and MeMillan. 

CROSS-EXAMINED BY MR. JOHNSON, 
witness said that three men bad dark linen dust- 
ers, with collars turned up. white handkerchiefs 
around their necks, and hats drawn down over 
therr faces. He said at the time they were

The train was ata 
standstill by this time two miles from Winston, 
ON CROSS-EXAMINATION, 
witness testified that the two men who took 
charge of him were ordinary-sized men, but he 
could identify neither. When they firstcame on 
he engine they fived several shots by way of intimi- 
dation. When he went out of the front window 
they both shot at him in earnest and one followed 
him clear to the sand-box. tga | was going on 
in the train all the e.

NEW YORK, August 24,—R. G. Dun & Co., of 
the Mercantile Agency, report that nothing has 
occurred during the week to alter the generally 
fayorable condition which exists for autumn bus!- 
ness.

SENATE LABOR COMMITTEE, 


Testimony as to the Benefits Obtained by 
Trades Unions. 


NEW YorK, August 24.—P. H. McLogan, the 
representative of the Chicago Trades’ Assembly 
in the federation of Traaes and Labor Unions in 
session here, testifiea before the Senate Sub-Com- 
mittee on Labor and Education. He said there were 
twenty-four trades represented in the Trades As- 
sembly, embracing 17,000 working men. That he 
had been greatly benefited by trades unions, and 


was now receiving a dullaraday more than be- 
fore the formation of the unions. 
In Chicago the wages of compositors 
were lower than they were ten’ or twelve 
years ago. The witress opposed the convict labor 
coutract system. In Chicago a number of chil- 
dren were at work, he said, who shvutd be at 
school, Higher wages tend to produce a better 
and more intelligent class of citizens, and there 
is a general feeling among the laboring men that 
capitalists are urying to grind them down. In 
answer to a question by Senator Blair the witness 
said the disbelievers m the Evangelical faith 
largely outnumbered the believers, 

M, D. Connoily, a _ printer, president of 
the Trades Assembly at Cincinnati, testified. 
He spoke against the employment of children of 
vender years. The trades ution  Ddenefited 
not oniy their members but all engaged 
inthem. Witness did not think it an infringe- 
ment upon the rights of any one for the trade 
umon to prevént him from learning a trade. 
If’ all. were permitted to learn a 
certain trade, the result would be higbly injuri- 
ous to every one working atit. Wm. C. Palmer, a 
Cleveland cigar-maker, testified that in 1880 
the cigar-makers of Cleveland were getting 
from $6 to $7 aweek. The Union was organized 
and wages were raised to an average of $9 
a week.

The Drowning Witnessed by a Large and 
Helpless Crowd, 


PORTLAND, ME., August 24.—-Yesterday after- 
noon a party of four people were drowned on 
Welis beach, having been carried out by the un- 


dertow. The names of two are Emma Gould, of 
Boston, and Eddie Little, of Washington, D. C.; 
the others are unknown, one being a child. None 
of the bodies are recovered. The drowning was 
witnessed by many peopie, but assistance could 
not be rendered. 

FURTHER DETAILS. 

WELLS, MAINE, August 24.—Further detalls of 
the drowning accident show that a party of fifteen 
or twenty left Boldhead Cliff House yesterday at 
9a. n. and drove to Oquinquil beach, where they 
arrived about 1) and entered the surf. The un- 
dertow and the surf was running strong and a 
heavy sea was on. Although warned of the dan- 
ger in venturing too far, nearly the whole of the 
party Were swept out by the undertow and four 
drowned. Four others were rescued in a critical 
condition, busat the last accounts they were 
doing wel. Therestof the party reached the 
shore safely. The Rev. Mr. Little of Washing- 
ton, D. C., succeeded in rescuing his wife and one 
child. His son, Eddie, was drowned. The full

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GRAMMAR DUDES. 

Some new pedant is continually parading 
as fresh discoveries very old and musty ob- 
jections to some of the best established and 
most indispensable idioms of the English 
language. A writer in the New York Sun, 
for instance, contends that, because less 
than two units cannot make plurality, we 
mist say “one mile anda half mile” or 
‘one mile and a half,” but never ‘fone and a 
haif miles.” Aecording to this we should 
never say “three haif miles” because that 
would beapplying the piural form to less 
than two units, nor should we say “three 
halves of a mile” because a mile has but 
two halves. Yet both of these expressions 
are long established and clearly understood 
phrases, for neither of which has any one 
ever devised amore acceptable substitute. 
‘The same is true of the expression ‘fone and 
a haif miles,” which is just as clear and cor- 
rect as “four and a half miles’’ the élliptical 
form of the expression “‘four anda half of 
miles.’” Whenever unity is exceeded, plural- 
itv begins by common consent in the quali- 
fying adjunct of these fractional expres- 
sions. 

Then again we have the very old protest 
against such common pbrases as “more cor- 
rect,”” which we are told must be incorrect, 
because correctness is absolute and admits 
of no degrees of comparison. But our 
language is not a rigid mechanical thing 
formed in a cast-iron mould. Everybody 
knows that when a thing is simply correct 
or simply perfect, nothing else can be more 
so, but everybody understands also that 
such phrases as ‘‘more correct’’ and ‘‘more 
perfect,” are not used with reference to ab- 
solute correctness or perfection, but merely 
to compare degrees of approximation to 
those qualities. Whenever any form of 
words is so handy and clear in its purport 
that it takes and holds a permanent place in 
common use, it is- correct English, No 
reader of the preamble to our Federal Con- 
stitution has ever misunderstood the mean- 
ing ofthe words “to forma more perfect 
Union,” and it is silly criticism that woul d 
substitute the words “to form a Union 
more closely approximating perfection,” 

If the English language were denuded of 
all the phrases and forms of expression de- 
parting somewhat from radical precision of 
meaning and symmetry of construction, it 
would be a very awkward, inflexible and 
cumbersome language indeed, 
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Tue Kansas City Journal is distinguish- 
ing itself by kicking, after the manner of its 
kind, the body of the deceased Democratic 
lion, JEREMIAH S. BLack.

Committee met the Sioux Iudians of the Standing 
Rock Agency in council yesterday, there being 
present on the occasion many of the officers, with 
their ladies, from the garrison at Fort Yates. 
After a brief interchange of opinions regaraing 
the proposed regulation of the great Sioux reser- 
vation, it was incidentally announced by the ln 
dians that they were conversing with

The Legal Battle to Save the Ban- 
dit’s Neck. 


Progress of the Frank James Trial—Outline 
of the Testimony to be Furnished by the 
Prosecution and Defense — The Strong 
Points of the Defense—The Twelve Jurors. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

GALLATIN, August 23.—It was to be expected 
that the trial of the noted bandit would draw a 
great crowd to this usually sleepy town, but the 
delightful weather, together with the farmers’ 
leisure, has swelled it to vaster proportions than 
was anticipated. Cnizens from all parts of 
Daviess county are here, also citizens in large 
numbers from adjoining counties, and people 
from various parts of the State, with here and 
there a representative from other States, North, 
South, East and West. Notwithstanding the 
@owa thereis an air of quict pervading on 
all sides. li there be fierce and vindictive pas- 
sions throbbing here and there in the breasts of 
individuals, there are no outward signs manifest- 
ing their location. Frank James wears the same 
placid countenance and moves with the same 
sang froid that he did when he handed 
his revolvers and _ cartridges to Gov. 
Crittenden, Charlie Ford, with the same 


swagger as of yore, pagses here and there, 
saying little, but shooting out from his buliet- 
shaped eyes the same annoying snake-like gleam 
that met the last look of the assassinated Jesse. 
Dick Liddell is here, but keeps to close quarters,

Aside from this 
kind of evidence there will evidently be an at- 
tempt to prove declarations by other associates of 
Frank and Jesse James. It bas been inti- 
mated that this is the object in bringing Mrs. 
Hite and Oharlie Ford here, But all such 
eorroboration of Liddell comes trom equally as 
poliuted a source and wouid require corroboration 
also. This is about, the strength of the case 
against the defendant, as I Jearn from different 
sources.

tions drawn upt guard against a choiera 
invasion, | thought of the quack and his ex- 
cuse for not refunding the £30, These laws 
of health are to be posited in -mayoraities 
and on dead walls. I dare say they will 
bring masks of a peculiar kind into fashion 
should there be a cholerascare. On reading, 
ny feeling was that 1 shvuld prefer be ng 
strickeu with the plague and have done with 
it at once. Average death-rates are not, in 
fmperate climates and in times of peace, 
much jower thanin times of pestilence. IL 
we could get this well into our heads, we 
should not worry about cholera or any oth- 
er synilar “‘visitation.’’ There are a certain 
number of condamnes a une mort prochaine 
in the world. Cholera selects them. When 
it strikes those who are ot among the sear 
and yeliow leaves on the great tree of bu- 
manity, they recover. A plague is sliuply a 
pew executioner Which Operates in a more 
frighiful manner than the maladies to which 
we are accustomed, or which drag on for a 
few weeks or months. Analmost sure way 
Lo get one’s self drawn into the band of con- 
daimnesa  mortis to be always thinking of 
an epidemic. ‘There is nothing more de- 
pressing, and therefore, more lowering to 
vitality. However, as there are ministering 
spirits—dear, goud old ladies, adoring aunts, 
affectionate wives and mothers, who think 
ot of themselves, but of grandechiidren, 
nephews, nieces, husbands and tie young 
toik in the nursery, and retain an old-ifash- 
ioned belief in nostrutns—l shall quote in an 
abridged form the nine anti-choulera rules of 
Pasteur, In Caire, or in other hot, low-lying 
wowns they might be usetul. 

Ail table water must be boiled and bettles 
half-filied with it. Before being drank the 
water shouid, to aerate it, be weli shaken. 
Lhe pitebers or other vessels in which water 
is generally stored in kitchens, ought, before 
they are each day replenished, to be heated 
t.» 150° centigrade, or a higher temperature it 
possibie. Wine should be also heated to 55°, 
and drank out of cups which have been 


freshly piutged into scaiding water. Ali 
fuod should be thoroughly cooked. Under- 


done flesh and raw vegetables promote chol- 
era. The gallipots and other vessels in which 
jam is to be kept are to be prepared for its 
reception by a passage through a furiously 
hot oven. Bread is to be cut about twenty 
minutes before it is wanted, and toasted hard 
or rebaked quickly. All sheeting aud cloths 
ought to be scalded and rapidiy dried before 
being used. Water for toilet use is only 
-afe when it has been first boiled, and then 
diluted with thymic acid dissoived in alcoho! 


grammes per jitre. Hands and face should 
be frequentiy washed with this mixture. 
iates, knives, forks, ete., are to be taken 
siraight from the boiler or oven to the din- 
ner table. The ninth rule is the least prac- 
ticable—unless, indeed, fasuion takes It up. 
iu this event it wouid be found by ail the 
ladies easy and delightful. Pasteur has 
drawn it up for the especiai benetit of duc- 
bors, nurses, aad persons who reside in 
houses or neighburhovuds visited by the epi- 
demies. It preseribes the wearing of a mask 
made of two thin sbeets of brass, fliting 
well into eazeh other, but not soldered to- 
gether, A iayerof phenolized wadding is to 
be placed between the metal strata, The 
operation of breathiug is to be performed 
through mouth and nostrils covered wit 
wadding,
